[2] Names (of authors, co-authors, contributors, etc. or names of persons 
whose photograph or portrait is included, mentioned as [about], and 
[3] Titles (of articles, letters, news items or poems). The word "il" means 
that there is an accompanying photograph or drawing with the item or column, 
and "por" means that there is a photograph or portrait of the person 
mentioned.
